Charles E. Cameron knew that 
his father Dr John Cameron had 
in his own name a large es*ate in 
Scotland, and was.hi the line ol in¬ 
heritance also to a line property 
besides, as ltis father s uncle and 
many relatives had perished, so 
that if Dr Cameron had liviwi to 
recover his property he wouldhave 
been possessed of an immense es¬ 
tate, that otherwise reverted to the 
English Crown. 

At the time of his father’s death 
Charles was a mere child, and bad 
nothing in hand to show that he 
had arty right to the Cameron es¬ 
tate in Scotland. While* a half- 
grown boy he clerked in a Staun¬ 
ton store, and a few years later 
was offered employment as bunk- 
.keeper to the Mossy Creek Iron 
Works, for Henry Milter, the own 
er and builder of the first iron 
; plant in the upper Valley, of the 
Shenandoah, in the north-west sec¬ 
tion of Augusta County, twelve or 
fifteen miles from Staunton. 

At the age of-nineteen young 
Cameron's thoughts turned to love 
and lie married Narery,‘Ttiaughter 
of his eptployer, a little younger 
than himself. In about 6 months 
after nlarriagc the girl wife. died. 

On Monday m^m&g, October 
10, 1774, Charles E, Cameron and 
his brother Hugh were with the 
Virginia troops at Point Pleasant. 
A battle not being expected, Chas. 
Camerpn and others were detailed 
and put in charge of Jt.cob War¬ 
wick to hunt and slaughter meat 
rations for the ptoposod expedi¬ 
tion to the Indian towns in Ohio, 
as ordered by Governor Dim-more. 
In the meantime the battle had 
been suddenly joined, and by the 
•inte the hunters and butchers ral¬ 
lied and recrossed the Kanawha, 
he battle had virtually ceased. 

Upon his return from hunting 
'te found that his brother George 
Cameron, and his brothet -in-law, 
Colonel Charles Lewis, were Kill¬ 
ed in the action. 

Mrs Colonel Charles Lewis was 
Sarah Murray, half sister of Cltas. 
ind George Cameron. 

In person George Cameron was 
all and of very dark complexion, 
vitli dark hair and eyes, and very 
tigh prominent forehead; hearing 
1 striking rcsemb'anec to his fa- 
hcr, Dr John Cameron.. While 
lie was a child his playmates would 
portivclv tell hint that if he was 
.ver shot by the Indians it would 
*>e in the forehead, as it was so 
prominent, and so it turned out, 
for when Charles found his brother 
George among the slain the bullet 
'rales were in his forehead. 

Charles Cameron servejl thro’ 
.lie Revolution as a lieutenant and 
was with Virginia troops at the 
surrender of Yorktown. Colonel 
Peyton, in his history o*‘ Augusta 
County, mentions Charles Came¬ 
ron as one of the "Gentlemen Jus- 
:ices of Attgusta County." in 1790.
